Ohio Phone 
Employes 
End Strike 


Consolidated, CWA 
Sign Pact; Terms 
Of Agreement Bared 


COLUMBUS, Ohio un — Strike- 
weary employes of the Ohio Con­ 
solidated Telephone Co. return to 
their jobs today for the first time 
in more than seven months after 
ratifying a new 16-month contract. 
The contract, signed Wednesday 
by officials of the Communications 
Workers of America (CWA) and 
the company, does not retain a 
union shop clause, an issue bitter­ 
ly 
disputed 
throughout 
negotia­ 
tions. 
But it increases some wages as 
much as 17 cents an hour. 
The agreement, which substitu­ 
tes maintenance of membership 
for the union shop provision of the 
old contract, was ratified by a 
207-186 vote of union membership. 
Locals at Portsmouth and Circle­ 
ville voted against it. 
Frank A. Lennberg, company 
director of personnel, said most 
of the 550 workers covered by the 
contract will get pay increases, 
but some will not. The company 
has about 700 employes. 
The contract also contains a 
provision that 19 union members, 
including several 
strike leaders 
and stewards, will not get their 
jobs back. An Ohio Consolidated 
spokesman said the company al­ 
ready has fired ll men and in­ 
tends to fire the other eight. All 
are accused of improper activi­ 
ties during the strike. 
“The new contract gives us less 
than we enjoyed under the old con­ 
tract,’* said Frank Themes, dis­ 
trict union representative, “but it 
is an honorable contract.’* 
CWA’s contracts with Ohio Con­ 
solidated had included a union 
shop clause for the past 14 years. 
A union shop clause provides 
that all non-supervisory employes 
must join the union. The main­ 
tenance of membership provision 
substituted for it requires that em­ 
ployes now union members retain 
their membership but does not re­ 
quire new employes to join the 
union. 
The company wanted a no strike 
clause while the union wanted 
freedom to strike during the con­ 
tract’s tenure. Under the new con­ 
tract, which expires July 15, 1958, 
the union won’t strike over any 
grievance that can be referred to 
arbitration. 
The union wanted working sup­ 
ervisors to remain in its bargain­ 
ing unit. Both sides decided to let 
the 
National 
Labor 
Relations 
Board determine whethere 30 to 35 
workers w i t h supervisory titles 
should be in the union. 
The new contract also increases 
night differential pay and adds an­ 
other paid holiday. 
Lennberg said about IOO persons 
hired by the company since the 
strike began July 15 will be re­ 
tained. 
Ohio 
Consolidated 
employes 
averaged $1.25 an hour under the 
old contract, with beginners get­ 
ting 90 cents an hour and exper­ 
ienced employes up to $2.35. 
An Ohio Consolidated 
spokes­ 
man said cost of the strike has 
not been computed. He said, how­ 
ever. that damage to cables and 
other equipment, mostly in the 
Portsmouth area, should amount 
to more than $500,000.

He said there is no reason for 
over-optimism about the present 
U.S.-Israeli talks on the problem.

and Israel had agreed on a for­ 
mula for prompt withdrawal of 
Israeli troops from the two dis­ 
puted areas and their replacement 
by United Nations forces. 
It is understood here that the 
United States is still insisting on 
immediate I s r a e l i withdrawal 
from the Gaza Strip while the Is­ 
raeli government insists on “guar­ 
antees for Israel’s security first.’’

Constructive Step 
The special Senate committee that is starting 
to investigate racketeering in labor unions can 
help unionism take a constructive step, if union­ 
ists will cooperate. 
They know all about the problem of racketeer­ 
ing in the guise of unionism. They know it has 
given the labor movement a black eye and 
opened a chasm between it and large segments 
of the public. 
They know it has hurt unionism with many 
union 
members 
whose 
confidence has been 
shattered by the abuses of racketeers 
and 
alienated potential unionists who want nothing 
to do with dishonesty and anti-social practices. 
The question is whether bona fide union lead­ 
ers and the hard core of bona fide union 
members finally have outgrown the fixation of 
unionism’s formative period—that 
any 
chal­ 
lenge to any individual automatically became 
a challenge to all unionists, no m atter what 
the justification. 
Congress now stands ready to do for labor 
unions what it has been called on at various 
times to do for other key minorities—to help 
them with investigation and 
remedial 
legis­ 
lation. 
It has performed this service for banking, 
insurance, drugs, foods, securities and business 
in general through the anti-trust laws. 
It has performed the service not only for 
minorities directly involved but for the general 
public. Yet in no case, with the possible excep­ 
tion of banking, has there been clearer justi­ 
fication for congressional interest than in labor 
unions, which could not operate at their existing 
lc ^ l of influence without government sanction. 
The Senate committee is not witch-hunting. It 
intends to do only what bona fide labor union­ 
ists have been trying to do by themselves —rout 
out the leeches that have fattened themselves 
on organized labor.

Legal Scrimmage 
No one can read the Supreme Court's reason­ 
ing in ruling 6-to-3 that professional football 
comes under antitrust laws, like professional 
boxing, although professional baseball still en­ 
joys an exemption, without concluding that jus­ 
tices have bushed themselves in a historic 
scrimmage. 
Justice Clark, speaking for the majority, ad­ 
mitted as much in this statement; “ Were we 
considering the question of baseball for the 
first time upon a clean slate, we would have 
no doubts.” It would be in the same fix as 
football. 
But the slate has been marked with legal 
squiggles and latinized doodles going back to 
1922 when the Federal League sued the Nation­ 
al and American leagues as an illegal monop­ 
oly. For reasons that had bearing only on the 
circumstances of 35 years ago, the Supreme 
Court then upheld the National and American 
leagues. 
The confusion was compounded in 1953 when 
the Supreme Court in effect upheld itself, never 
intending to uphold the idea that baseball was 
not in fact interstate commerce or that its prac­ 
tice of making players the properly of the team 
originally selecting them was not in fact a re­ 
straint of trade. Yet. that has been the effect. 
One conclusion now has been reached by all 
parties concerned — ballplayers, owners, legal­ 
ists, legislators and the public. It is time to call 
tinif. put the Supreme Court on the sidelines and 
let Congress decide whether or not baseball, 
football and boxing companies can be saved 
only by exempting them from antitrust action. 
That is a scrimmage that would leave legis­ 
lators as battered and bruised as the justices 
of the Supreme Court. But it cannot be put off 
any longer. 


Happy 1960 
Gov. O’Neill’s budget message contains one 
statement that is not likely to be heard again 
in Ohio for a long time to come; “ I do not 
recommend any new or increased taxes.’’ 
Two years from now, the next budget mes­ 
sage will have to acknowledge that Ohio cannot 
step up its support for elementary, high school 
and even university education, roads, pensions, 
higher salary scales and public welfare in gen­ 
eral without stepping up its revenue corres­ 
pondingly.

Adlai Stevenson in seven dif­ 
ferent places in his carefully pre­ 
pared speech to the Democrats of 
California complained t h a t the 
newspapers and news magazines 
were unfair to him in the recent 
campaign. 
In one place he said: 
“What the newspapers and news 
magazines, the advertising agen­ 
cies, the vast publicity resources 
of the government and big busi­ 
ness and limitless money can do to 
conceal as well as reveal facts, to 
divert as well as to attract atten­ 
tion. to mislead as well as to lead 
public opinion, we would discount 
at our peril.” 
Also: “I solemnly assert that 
immunity from criticism from a 
large segment of the press, com­ 
bined with massive and skillful use 
of propaganda 
and 
advertising, 
have brought us to a crisis in the 
honest political communication on 
which an informed electorate must 
depend.” 


SIMILAR COMPLAINTS, m o r e 
sharply phrased, are present in the 
labor press. 
These innumerable 
publications, which are published 
by the unions, are certainly under 
no restraints about their own color­ 
ing of the news. But they loudly 
complain about the “kept.” “capi­ 
talist” press. 
Perhaps this outcry is made in 
part to obscure the fact that the 
union leaders are spending plenty 
of the unions’ money to get their 
own slant on the news across. They 
also have plenty of radio and tele­ 
vision time in selected spots. 
The Stevenson comDlaint is sim­ 
ilar to that which was continually 
voiced 
by 
Presidents 
Roosevelt 
and Truman when thc> were in of­ 
fice. President Roosevelt delighted 
in twitting the Washington working 
press about their Republican pub­ 
lishers and in assuring them that 
he had no hard feelings about 
them — only about their bosses. 
The fact was that a very con­ 
siderable proportion of the Wash­ 
ington correspondents was thor­ 
oughly captivated by the great 
charmer and probably voted for 
him at elections. 


THE CONSTANT complaint by 
politicians about the bias of the 
press is not without a subtle pur­ 
pose. It is like the screaming at 
the umpires in baseball by man­ 
agers and players which, of course, 
never changes a decision after it 
is made. 
It is not intended to influence a 
past decision but 
to 
cause 
the 
arbiter occasionally to give the 
breaks to the side that makes the 
loudest noise, just in order to 
make life a bit more livable. 
The theory is the same with 
politicians and ballplayers: It is a 
conviction that the squeaky wheel 
gets the grease. 
While no one can deny the statis­ 
tical fact that a sizeable majority 
of the daily press in the North 
was editorially for President Eisen­ 
hower, it cannot be proved that, 
with a relatively few exceptions. 


Furthermore. Beck is the head 
of a three man finance commit­ 
tee — which, though little known, 
really controls every

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Senate Delays May Jeopardize Peace

The Senate quibbles while the 
Middle East burns and American 
leadership is frustrated. 
Will the American people begin

For the effects

ty in control of 
the White House and the opposite 
party in control of Congress—are 
growing so serious as possibly to 
endanger the peace of the United 
States. 
The leadership of the United 
States—and particularly the lead­ 
ership of 
President Eisenhower 
which has meant so much through­ 
out the world to the cause of 
peace and the preventon of World 
War III—is being steadily under­ 
mined by a group of captious Dem­ 
ocrats in the Senate. 
They are making all kinds of 
excuses for delaying passage of the 
Eisenhower 
Doctrine 
resolution. 
This delay has every appearance 
of. sabotage and filibuster. 
The Senate has had ample time 
for debate—from the week of Jan. 
7 when the resolution was intro­ 
duced. But after seven weeks of 
drifting, the leader of the Senate 
Democrats, 
Lyndon 
Johnson 
of 
Texas, had to say frankly to the 
Senate on Monday of this week 
that one of the problems he had 
last week was to find one senator 
to speak and another to be pres­ 
ent. 
He said the Senate itself is “on 
trial” because the country cannot 
understand why so few senators 
have been present during the dis­ 
cussion of an issue as important 
as the Middle East resolution. 


YET. 
WHEN 
the 
Democratic 
leader attempted to set a time 
limit for the debate, a Democratic 
senator promptly served notice he 
would object and of course, only 
one 
objection 
is 
necessary 
to 
block an agreement to limit de­ 
bate. 
This has all the earmarks of a 
filibuster by a bloc of Democrats 
who do not favor the resolution 
but know that if it comes to a 
vote it will pass by a substantial 
majority. 
The Republicans generally have 
spoken in favor of it and are ready 
to vote, so the tactics of the Demo­ 
crats now are to drag the debate 
along from day to day with one or 
two senators to do the speaking. 
The country will hold the Dem­ 
ocratic party responsible for what 
happens in the Senate. The House, 
under the statesmanlike leadership 
of Speaker Rayburn, Democrat, 
passed the resolution promptly by 
a vote of 355 to 61 on Jan. 30 but 
the house has rules with which 
to limit debate and prevent an 
organized minority from filibuster­ 
ing. 
It is a strange and unusual de­ 
velopment to see members of the 
U.S. Senate filibustering on a m at­ 
ter of foreign policy.

CHARLESTON (Æ) — It has been 
learned that Democrats are seek­ 
ing equal television and radio time 
to present their side of the con­ 
troversy over the Civil Service Act 
which Gov. Underwood vetoed. 
After stating his objections to 
the act in a statewide TV-radio 
broadcast on Feb. 19 , the Repub­ 
lican g overnor followed up by ve­ 
toing it four day s later. 
Returned Monday to the Senate, 
where it orig inated, the measure 
has marked time since then. Yes­ 
terday the Senate laid the bill over 
for consideration at 2:30 p. m. to­ 
day , 
but

seemed likely . 
Senate D e m o c r a t s evidently 
want more time to sound out senti­ 
ment around the state. The Leg is­ 
lature passed the bill on straig ht 
party splits in both houses. The 
veto could be overriden by a sim­ 
ple majority of the elected mem­ 
bers of each Chamber. 
All major departments ex cept 
the State Police would be under 
the proposed state civil service 
sy stem. The act would put hiring 
of thousands of employ es on a 
competitive ex amination basis and 
g ive them job tenure. 
Only major leg islation up for 
passag e in the Senate today was 
a voluminous House-approved bill 
to rewrite and modernize t h e 
state’s insurance laws. It was held 
over at passag e level from y es­ 
terday . 
Up for House passag e were two 
bills to revise the state’s license 
tax laws. Among other t h i n g s , 
they would simplify administra­ 
tion by consolidating some licenses 
and eliminating others entirely . 
One of the bills would raise the 
basic annual store license fee from 
$2 to $15. But the $15 license 
would cover some other activities, 
such as sale of soft drinks and 
cig arettes, which now require sep- 
arag e licenses. 
The other bill, which covers a 
variety of activities, includes a 
boost in the tax on companies 
which sell trading stamps to mer­ 
chants. 
At present the trading stamp 
license tax is $100 a y ear for each 
county in which the firm main­ 
tains an outlet for redemption of 
stamps with merchandise. 
The bill up for passag e today 
would raise the fee to $250 for 
each county in which the stamps 
are sold to merchants, reg ardless 
of whether the stamp firm main­ 
tains an establishment in the coun- 
ty . 
Orig inally the bill called for a 
license fee of $1,000 per çounty . 
The House Finance Committee cut 
the fig ure to $100. On the floor y es­ 
terday , the deleg ates rejected a 
proposal by Del Clark (D-Mercer) 
to hike the fig ure back to $1,000, 
but adopted a $250 amendment of­ 
fered by Del Brotherton (D-Kana- 
wha). 
The House had on amendment 
stag e a Senate-approved bill to 
g ive county school boards t h e 
power to impose a capitation tax 
of up to $10 a y ear on persons 21 
or older. 
It is one of the measures in the 
six -point bipartisan prog ram to 
g ive counties more freedom to 
raise school funds at the local 
level. It has been estimated the 
capitation measure would y i e l d 
$11,7 00,000 a y ear for schools if 
all 55 counties applied it at the 
$10 max imum rate. 
The House adopted finally ^ Sen­ 
ate-approved resolution for a con­ 
stitutional referendum nex t y ear 
on making the state school super­ 
intendent an appointee of the State 
Board of Education. He is now 
elected.

makes ships for carrying oil more 
scarce. And there will be a short-' 
age of oil in Europe for running: 
cars and factories for a long while 
and what effect this may have on 
our country. 
With the help of a few mapsj 
and a globe, parents who never 
learned much geography at school 
can, as they read and hear world 
news daily, become quite familiar 
with geography, learning it w i t h 
their growing children.
